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FOREWORD 


The  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  older 
persons  in  Florida,  especially  the  increase  during 
the  last  decade,  has  social  and  economic  conse- 
quences which  can  be  understood  best  from  the  facts 
pertaining  to  this  development.  This  chart  book 
contains  a  graphic  presentation  of  the  facts  about 
Florida's  older  population  that  have  been  drawn  from 
both  published  and  unpublished  sources;  however, 
the  i960  U.  S.  Census  of  Population  is  the  source 
used  most  extensively.  Special  releases  prepared 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  to  show  the  social  and 
economic  characteristics  of  persons  65  years  of 
age  and  older  have  added  materially  to  the  data 
available . 

Recognizing  that  an  informed  citizenry  can  act 
more  effectively  and  wisely  in  all  matters  of  social 
concern,  the  members  of  the  Florida  Council  on 
Aging  initiated  action  to  bring  about  the  publication 
of  this  chart  book  so  that  the  state's  leaders  in 
government,  business,  and  community  life  would 
have  facts  on  which  to  reach  decisions  and  take 
action  in  the  field  of  aging.  Representatives  of 
numerous  organizations  and  of  agencies  of  the  state 
government  have  voiced  the  need  for  a  book  of  this 
type.  Its  publication  has  been  made  possible  by  the 
support  provided  by  the  Florida  Development 
Commission,  and  the  Bureau  of  Economic  and 
Business  Research,    University  of  Florida.

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PART  ONE 


In  1910  in  Florida  one  person  out  of  thirty- 
five  was  65  years  or  older;  today  one  out  of  every 
nine  is  65  years  or  older.  In  each  successive  de - 
cade  over  the  last  half  century  the  number  and  pro- 
portion of  Florida's  older  people  have  increased. 
In  the  period  from  1950  to  I960,  while  the  aged  pop- 
ulation of  the  nation  increased  nearly  35  per  cent 
and  the  general  population  increased  19  per  cent, 
the  aged  population  in  Florida  increased  133  per  cent 
and  the  total  population  increased  79  per  cent.  In 
each  successive  decade  since  the  turn  of  the  cen- 
tury, the  proportion  of  Florida's  population  under 
45  years  of  age  has  declined  while  the  proportions 
45  to  64  years  of  age  and  65  years  and  over  have  in- 
creased. In  I960,  almost  one-third  of  Florida's 
population,  32  per  cent,  was  aged  45  and  over. 
From  1950  to  I960,  Florida's  population  aged  65 
and  over  gained  by  over  315,  000  persons.

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FLORIDA'S     POPULATION     IS    AGING 
AND    GROWING 
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While  the  state -wide  percentage  increase  in 
the  population  65  years  and  over  between  1950  and 
i960  was  133  per  cent,  the  changes  in  the  respec- 
tive counties  during  this  period  differed  markedly. 
In  fact,  in  one  county,  Jefferson,  there  was  an  8.5- 
per-cent  decline  in  the  number  of  older  persons. 
In  several  other  counties  there  were  declines  in  the 
over -all  population  but  gains  in  the  number  of  per- 
sons 65  years  and  over;  and  in  all  but  nine  of  the 
state's  67  counties  there  were  gains  in  the  proportion 
of  older  persons.  The  greatest  percentage  gain, 
503  per  cent,  was  in  Broward  County.  There  were 
two  others --Charlotte  and  Sarasota- -in  which  the 
increases  were  over  300  percent;  and  in  Collier  the 
increase  was  almost  up  to  the  300  mark.  All  of 
these  counties  are  on  Florida's  lower  Gulf  coast. 
The  two  counties  leading  in  the  number  of  older 
persons  in  I960  were  Dade  and  Pinellas,  each  having 
in  excess  of  93,  000.  The  map  clearly  reveals  that 
the  counties  in  peninsular  Florida  bordering  on  the 
Atlantic  and  Gulf  coasts  experienced  very  highper- 
centage  increases  in  the  number  of  older  persons  as 
did  two  interior  counties,  Lake  and  Highlands.  The 
counties  showing  the  lowest  percentage  increases  in 
older  persons  were  mainly  rural  counties  in  the 
northern  and  western  parts  of  the  state.

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In  i960  in  the  United  States,  older  persons 
made  up  9.2  percent  of  the  total  population,  where- 
as in  Florida,  as  of  this  same  date,  they  were  1  1.  Z 
per  cent  of  the  population.  This  average  for  Florida 
does  not  indicate  the  relative  proportion  of  older 
persons  in  the  respective  counties  nor  does  this 
percentage  reflect  the  significant  differences  that 
are  taking  place  in  age  composition.  For  example, 
between  1950  and  I960  while  the  population  aged  65 
to  69  was  increasing  1Z6  per  cent,  the  population 
aged  70  to  74  increased  144  per  cent,  and  the  popu- 
lation 85  and  over  increased   15Z  per  cent. 

The  greatest  relative  concentration  of  older 
persons  was  found  in  Pinellas  County  where  those 
65  years  and  o\'er  are  Z5  per  cent  of  the  population. 
There  are  four  other  counties  in  which  the  65  and 
over  group  exceeds  ZO  per  cent  of  the  total  popu- 
lation -  Charlotte,  Manatee,  Osceola,  and  Pasco. 
On  the  other  hand,  there  are  Z8  counties  in  Florida 
in  which  the  proportion  of  older  persons  is  below 
the  average  found  for  the  nation  as  a  whole  (9.Z 
per  cent),  and  there  are  43  counties  in  which  the 
proportion  is  below  the  average  for  the  entire 
state,  (11.  Z).  The  greatest  relative  proportions  of 
older  persons  are  in  the  central  sections  of  Florid  a 
or  what  might  be  described  as  the  upper  and  miiddle 
peninsular  parts  of  the  state.  The  substantial  rela- 
tive gains  in  the  number  of  older  people  in  all  of 
the  counties  along  the  coast  of  peninsular  Florida 
suggest  that,  in  time,  higher  relative  proportions 
will  be  found  in  essentially  all  of  the  peninsular 
counties.

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RATIO  OF  OLDER   TO  YOUNGER  PEOPLE  IS 
HIGHER   DM  MID -PEN  INSULAR  FLORIDA 
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Each  decennial  census  up  through  1940  shows 
that  there  were  more  older  men  than  older  women  in 
Florida  during  that  period.  However,  following 
1940  the  situation  changed,  and  in  1950  and  I960  the 
nunnber  of  older  women  exceeded  that  of  older  men. 
The  censuses  of  1950  and  I960  show  thatthere  are 
105  aged  women  to  every   100  aged  men. 

The  relative  proportion  of  men  and  women  dif- 
fers for  different  age  groups.  For  the  entire  65  and 
over  group,  48.  9  per  cent  are  menand  51.  1  per  cent 
are  women.  Almost  this  same  proportion  exists 
also  for  those  that  fall  in  the  age  group  of  from  65 
to  69  years.  For  those  that  fall  in  the  age  ranks  of 
70  to  74,  however,  there  is  an  interesting  reversal 
in  that  there  are  more  men  than  women  for  this  age 
group;  50.  Z  per  cent  are  men  and  49.  8  per  cent  are 
women.  For  the  75  to  79  years  of  age  group  the 
proportions  are  again  reversed,  with  the  number  of 
women  exceeding  the  number  of  men;  however,  the 
percentages  are  not  too  far  fromi  being  evenly 
divided.  In  the  two  highest  age  groups  the  pro- 
portion of  women  greatly  exceeds  the  proportion  of 
men,  and  for  the  85  and  over  age  category  there  are 
129  women  for  every   100  men.

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OLDER   WOMEN  NOW  OUTNUMBER   OLDER   MEN   IN  FLORIDA 
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Among  the  aged  population  in  Florida,  the 
nonwhite  segment  accounts  for  only  8.4  percent  of 
the  total.  For  both  the  white  and  the  nonwhite,  how- 
ever, the  number  of  women  exceeds  the  number  of 
men  and  by  age  classifications  the  respective  dis- 
tributions   are   somewhat  similar. 

The  migrant  character  of  Florida's  older 
population  is  startlingly  revealed  by  the  compara- 
tively small  proportion  of  this  total  population  that 
was  born  in  Florida.  Of  the  total  population  65  years 
and  over  in  Florida  in  I960,  only  12.2  per  centhad 
been  born  in  Florida,  whereas  18.2  per  cent  had 
been  born  in  foreign  countries. 

Over  two-thirds  of  Florida' s  65  and  over  popu- 
lation were  born  in  states  outside  of  Florida:  21.9 
per  cent  were  born  in  the  northeastern  United  States; 
21.4  per  cent,  in  the  northcentral  states;  and  2 1 .  3 
per  cent  in  the  southern  states.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  less  than  1  per  cent  of  Florida's  older 
citizens  were  born  in  the  western  states.

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OLDER   WHITE  PERSONS  OUTNUMBER  NONWHITE  IN  FLORIDA 
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Ninety-seven  per  cent  of  Florida's  citizens  6  5 
years  and  over  were  living  in  household  arrange- 
ments in  i960.  This  means  that  a  very  small  pro- 
portion were  in  institutions  or  other  types  of  group 
quarters,  including  boarding  houses  and  nursing 
homes.  It  is  a  great  saving  to  families  and  commu- 
nities to  keep  the  number  of  older  people  living  un- 
der institutional  arrangements  at  a  minimum  con- 
sistent with  their  best  care  and  happiness. 

In  i960,  in  Florida,  there  were  740,  916  per- 
sons 60  years  and  over.  Eighty-nine  per  cent  of 
these  people  lived  in  households  headed  by  a  person 
60  years  of  age  or  over,  and  410,  000  of  them  were 
members  of  two-person  households  or  families. 
The  next  raost  important  type  of  living  arrangement 
was  the  one-person  household:  there  were  120,000 
of  Florida's  older  people  living  alone.  The  signifi- 
cant point  concerning  household  arrangements  of 
persons  60  years  of  age  and  over  in  Florida  is  that 
73  per  cent  live  in  one  -  or  two-person  households  in 
which  the  head  of  the  household  is  60  years  of  age 
or  over.

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MOST  OF  FLORIDA'S  OLDER   PEOPLE    LIVE   IN  HOUSEHOLDS 
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A  family  consists  of  two  or  more  persons  liv- 
ing in  a  household  who  are  related  by  blood,  marri- 
age, or  adoption.  Approximately  87  per  cent  of  the 
elderly  families  in  Florida  are  husband-wife  fam- 
ilies; 10  per  cent  are  families  with  a  woman  at  the 
head;  while  3  per  cent  are  families  with  a  man  at  the 
head  who  is  not  the  husband. 

As  one  would  expect,  a  very  high  proportion 
of  the  elderly  families  in  Florida  have  no  children 
under  18;  however,  about  2  per  cent  have  one  child 
under  18,  and  slightly  over  1  per  cent  have  two  or 
more  children  under    18.

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ELDERLY    FAMILIES    IN    FLORIDA    ARE    PREDOMINANTLY 
COMPOSED    OF    HUSBAND-WIFE    FAMILIES 
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In  Florida  in  I960  there  was  a  higher  propor- 
tion of  married  persons  among  those  in  the  middle 
aged  groups  than  among  those  in  the  older  age 
brackets.  The  chart  reveals  that  while  the  propor- 
tion of  persons  single,  widowed,  or  divorced  in- 
creases correspondingly  from  the  lower  to  the  higher 
age  groups,  it  is  not  until  the  group  75  years  and 
over  is  reached  that  this  proportion  is  higher  than 
that  for  married  persons. 

In  i960  compared  to  1950,  the  ratio  of  those 
single,  widowed,  and  divorced  to  those  married,  was 
lower  for  each  age  category  over  45.  This  change 
may  be  explained  by  the  very  high  ratio  of  people 
migrating  to  Florida  who  are  married.

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PROPORTIONS  OF  MARRIED  PERSONS  IN  FLORIDA  ARE 
LOWER  IN  THE  ADVANCED  AGE  GROUPS 
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In  Florida  the  proportion  of  men  who  are 
married  is  higher  than  the  proportion  of  women  in 
all  age  categories  over  45 .  The  differences  between 
these  respective  proportions  widen  successively 
from  the  lower  to  the  higher  age  groups.  For  ex- 
ample, these  ratios  in  I960  for  men  and  women, 
respectively,  were  88  per  cent  and  80  per  cent  for 
those  45  to  54  years  of  age,  while  for  those  75  ana 
over  the  ratios  were  66  per  cent  and  Z7  per  cent. 
There  are  several  reasons  for  these  relative 
changes:  women  on  the  average  live  longer  than 
men;  men  often  marry  younger  women;  and  a  higher 
proportion  of  men  than  of  women  remarry. 

The  high  percentage  of  older  women  who  are 
widowed,  single,  or  divorced  is  a  matter  of  signifi- 
cance when  considering  the  problems  of  older     people.

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IN  FLORIDA   THE  PROPORTION  OF  MEN  WHO  ARE  MARRIED 
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When  one  considers  the  fact  that  Florida's 
elderly  population  represents  a  fairly  mobile  group 
it  is  significant  to  note  that  about  50  per  cent  of 
them  living  in  the  state  in  I960  had  not  moved  since 
1955.  A  little  over  a  fourth  of  the  elderly  had  moved 
to  Florida  from  another  state  since  1955;  and  about 
2  1  per  cent  more  had  moved  since  1955,  but  only  to 
a  different  house  in  the  same  county  or  from  one 
county  to  another.

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OVER   ONE-FOURTH  OF  ELDERLY  PEOPLE  IN  FLORIDA 
IN  I960  HAD  BEEN  LIVING    IN  ANOTHER    STATE  IN   1955 
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In  I960  a  lower  proportion  of  Florida's  people 
lived  in  rural  areas  than  in  1950,  and  it  was  true 
also  that  the  proportion  of  older  people  in  the  rural 
areas  was  considerably  lower  in  I960.  One  of  the 
principal  reasons  for  this  shift  in  proportions  is  the 
large  in-migration  of  people  during  the  past  decade. 
It  is  becoming  increasingly  true  that  Florida  is 
largely  an  urban  state. 

Seventy-nine  per  cent  of  Florida's  older 
people  live  in  central  cities  or  urban  areas.  A 
break-down  of  this  high  proportion  reveals  that  32 
per  cent  of  the  people  live  in  central  cities,  26  per 
cent  in  urban  fringes,  and  21  per  cent  in  other  urban 
areas.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the  migration 
of  people  into  Florida  has  converted  many  rural 
areas  into  urban  areas.

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PROPORTION  OF  OLDER  PEOPLE  IN  FLORIDA'S 
RURAL  AREAS  IS  DECLINING 
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A  comparison  of  the  younger  with  the  older 
population  reveals  that  those  in  the  younger  age 
groups  have  had  more  formal  schooling.  In  Florida 
in  i960  the  proportion  with  no  formal  schooling 
among  the  white  population  aged  25  to  64  years  was 
negligible;  however,  among  those  aged  65  and  over, 
those  with  no  schooling  were  about  5  per  cent  of  the 
group.  This  proportion,  however,  is  smaller  than 
it  was  in  1950. 

Araong  the  nonwhite  population  the  proportion 
of  those  with  no  formal  education  in  the  group  aged 
25  to  64  is  about  7  per  cent,  vvhereas  for  those  aged 
65  and  over  it  is  approximately  22  per  cent.  These 
differences  reflect  the  effects  of  the  broad  educa- 
tional programs  in  the  United  States  over  the  past 
fifty  years.  The  lack  of  education  is  more  of  a  pro- 
blem among  the  nonwhite  population  in  all  age  cate- 
gories than  it  is  for  the  white  population.

While  in  I960  over  half  of  the  families  with 
elderly  members  had  been  living  in  their  present 
houses  in  Florida  for  five  years  or  less,  it  is  signi- 
ficant that  3  7  per  cent  had  been  living  in  the  same 
houses  from  6  to  ZO  years,  and  12  per  cent,  over  20 
years.  Thus,  while  a  very  high  proportion  of  the 
elderly  in  Florida  had  recently  come  to  the  state,  it 
was  true  also  that  among  those  who  had  been  living 
in  Florida  for  some  period  of  time  a  very  high  pro- 
portion had  continued  to  live  in  the  same  dwelling 
units.  It  is  to  be  noted  also  that  families  owning 
their  own  homes  tended  to  remain  in  these  same 
units  for  a  greater  number  of  years  than  did  those 
families  renting  homes. 

Three -fourths  of  the  elderly  families  lived  in 
homes  built  in  1954  or  earlier.  Only  12  per  cent  of 
the  dwellings  rented  by  elderly  household  heads  in 
I960  had  been  built  after    1954.

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IN   I960  OVER   HALF  OF  FAMILIES  WITH  ELDERLY   MEMBERS 
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A  comparison  of  the  spending  patterns  of 
younger  and  older  families  indicates  that  older  fam- 
ilies spend  a  higher  proportion  of  their  outlays  on 
housing  than  do  younger  groups.  It  is  also  true  that  a 
higher  proportion  of  elderly  people  own  all  or  part 
of  their  homes  than  is  true  for  younger  people.  It 
is  significant,  therefore,  that  nearly  half  of  the 
elderly  families  in  owner -occupied  houses  in  Florida 
cities  own  homes  valued  at  four  or  nnore  times  the 
annual  family  income,  and  over  half  of  the  elderly 
families  in  rental  housing  pay  a  gross  rent  amount- 
ing to  one -third  or  more  of  the  annual  family  in- 
come. The  greater  relative  outlay  for  housing  by 
older  people  in  comparison  to  younger  people  is  at- 
tributable mainly  to  the  much  lower  average  in- 
comes  of  the  elderly.

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NEARLY  HALF  OF  ELDERLY  FAMILIES  LIVING  IN  OWNER - 
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A  housing  unit  is  considered  substandard  if  it 
is  dilapidated  or  lacks  one  or  more  of  the  following 
facilities:  flush  toilet  and  bathtub  or  shower  in- 
side the  structure  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  occu- 
pants, and  hot  running  water.  The  proportion  of 
substandard  housing  differs  among  Florida  cities 
and  for  those  cities  shown  on  the  opposite  page  the 
range  is  from  a  high  of  17  per  cent,  in  Tampa,  to  a 
low    of    6   per  cent,  in  Fort  Lauderdale  and    vicinity. 

The  occupancy  of  substandard  housing  by 
elderly  families  is  a  matter  of  concern  because  they 
are  the  ones  on  whom  inadequate  housing  is  likely  to 
work  the  greatest  hardship,  and  quite  frequently 
they  have  the  least  amount  of  resources  available  to 
improve  the  housing.  In  I960  in  St.  Petersburg  53 
per  cent  of  the  substandard  housing  units  were  occu- 
pied by  elderly  families,  whereas  in  Fort  Lauderdale 
and  vicinity  32  per  cent  of  these  units  were  so  occu- 
pied. It  is  significant  that  such  high  proportions  of 
the  dilapidated  housing  units  in  the  various  cities 
are   occupied  by  elderly  people.

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A  LARGE  PROPORTION  OF  SUBSTANDARD  HOUSING  IN 
FLORIDA  CITIES  IS  OCCUPIED  BY  ELDERLY  FAMILIES 
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In  Florida  the  proportion  of  men  45  to  64  years 
of  age  in  the  labor  force  declined  during  the  period 
from  1900  to  i960,  whereas  the  proportion  of  women 
of  these  ages  in  the  labor  force  increased.  In  the 
United  States  as  a  whole  the  proportion  of  men  in 
these  age  classes  in  the  labor  force  changed  very- 
little  during  this  period,  but  the  change  in  the  pro- 
portion of  women  participating  in  the  labor  force 
was  almost  the  same  in  the  United  States  as  that 
shown  for  Florida. 

For  men  65  years  of  age  and  over  in  Florida 
there  was  a  definite  decline  in  the  proportion  of 
those  in  the  labor  force  during  the  sixty -year 
period.  The  proportion  of  elderly  women  in  the 
labor  force  declined  somewhat  too  in  this  period, 
however,  there  has  been  very  little  change  in  their 
participation  since  1930;  and  between  1950  and  I960 
the  proportion  of  women  65  and  over  in  the  labor 
force  has  increased  slightly.  Labor  force  partici- 
pation statistics  are  not  quite  as  meaningful  an 
activity  measure  for  women  as  for  men  because 
women  engaged  in  normal  housekeeping  duties  are 
not  counted  as  part  of  the  labor  force  unless  they 
are    employed  on  a  for -hire    basis  of  some  type.

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LABOR  FORCE  PARTICIPATION  OF  MEN  65  YEARS 
AND  OLDER  IN  FLORIDA    HAS  DECLINED 
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of  persons  aged  65  and  over,  slightly  less  than 
ZO  per  cent  of  the  men  and  not  quite  8  per  cent  of  the 
women  are  in  the  labor  force.  In  the  case  of  women, 
however,  a  very  large  proportion  have  been  house- 
wives and  have  never  been  a  part  of  the  labor  force. 
Among  the  men  in  the  labor  force  in  I960  about  6 
per  cent  were  unemployed. 

Many  of  the  older  persons  who  are  not  in  the 
labor  force  have  not  worked  for  a  number  of  years. 
For  example  almost  37  per  cent  of  the  men  did  not 
work  during  the  decade  between  1950  and  I960,  and 
an  additional   19  per  cent  had  not  worked  since    1954. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  comparatively  recent 
retirement  of  a  large  number  of  men  is  indicated  by 
the  fact  that  40  per  cent  of  those  not  in  the  labor 
force  had  last  worked  between   1955  and   I960.

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One  way  of  viewing  labor  force  participation 
is  to  consider  the  proportion  of  elderly  households 
that  have  one  or  more  members  who  are  working  or 
seeking  employment.  In  I960  there  were  two-thirds 
of  the  elderly  households  in  Florida  in  which  there 
was  no  member  in  the  labor  force,  while  25  per  cent 
had  one  member  and  9  per  cent  had  two  or  more 
mennbers.  These  figures  indicate  the  very  high 
proportion  of  elderly  households  that  are  headed  by 
persons  in  retirement  status. 

While  16  per  cent  of  the  household  heads  65 
years  of  age  and  over  in  Florida  have  some  college 
education,  there  are  57  per  cent  who  have  no  more 
than  elementary  school  education,  and  27  per  cent 
havefrom  one  tofour  years  of  high  school  education. 
The  educational  attainment  of  those  65  years  of  age 
and  over  in  I960  was  slightly  higher  than  for  this  age 
group  in  1950.

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Older  workers  in  Florida  in  I960  were  em- 
ployed in  all  major  occupations.  The  largest  pro- 
portion, 16  per  cent,  were  employed  as  managers, 
officials,  and  proprietors,  while  the  next  largest 
group  was  service  workers,  followed  closely  by 
sales  workers.  Only  3  per  cent  were  employed  as 
farm  laborers,  and  only  slightly  more  than  4  per 
cent,  as  farmers  and  farm  managers.  More  signi- 
ficant perhaps  than  the  rank  of  the  occupational 
groups  is  the  fact  that  the  employment  acti\ity  of 
the  older  people  does  not  show  a  pronounced  con- 
centration in  any  one  type  of  occupation.  It  must  be 
kept  in  mind,  however,  that  these  occupational 
groupings  are  very  broad,  and  thus  the  economic 
status  of  the  people  can  perhaps  be  miore  accurately 
determined  from  income  data.

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Wholesale  and  retail  trade  employed  more 
older  persons  than  any  other  industrial  category  in 
Florida  in  I960.  Next  in  importance  was  personal 
services,  followed  by  professional  and  related  ser- 
vices. In  each  of  these  industrial  classifications  a 
high  proportion  of  the  older  workers  were  women. 
The  personal  services  industry,  however,  had  the 
largest  number  of  women  and  it  was  the  only  one 
which  employed  more  older  women  than  older  men. 
The  fourth  ranking  industrial  activity  as  an  employer 
of  older  persons  is  agriculture,  forestry,  and 
fisheries.  In  1950  this  had  been  the  number  one 
industry  in  the  employment  of  older  persons.  Al- 
though these  four  industries  account  for  a  very  high 
proportion  of  the  total  number  of  older  persons  em- 
ployed, it  is  noteworthy  that  there  are  some  older 
persons  employed  in  all  industries.

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Among  the  224,  365  families  in  Florida  headed 
by  persons  65  years  old  or  over  in  I960,  there  were 
about  one-tenth  with  incomes  of  less  than  $1,000, 
one  -third  with  income  s  of  less  than  $2,  000,  and  over 
one-half  with  incomes  of  less  than  $3,000.  This 
distribution  quickly  reveals  that  a  significant  pro- 
portion of  older  people  have  very  low  incomes,  w^hile 
a  sizable  number  have  more  than  adequate   incomes. 

The  median  income  of  all  husband-wife  fam - 
ilies  in  Florida  in  I960  was  $4,993,  whereas  the 
median  income  of  the  husband-wife  families  with 
heads  65  years  and  over  was  $2,830.  A  comparison 
of  the  incomes  of  elderly  families  and  individuals 
with  those  of  all-age  groups  reveals  that  the  incomes 
of  the  elderly  tend  to  be  lower.  An  interesting 
exception  is  the  median  income  of  the  families  with 
elderly  women  at  the  head.

The  median  incomes  of  families  headed  by  a 
man  other  than  the  husband,  show  an  income  dis- 
tribution similar  to  that  for  the  husband-wife  fam- 
ilies; however,  the  incomes  are  lower  for  all  age 
groups  except  the  elderly.  These  families  with 
household  heads  65  and  over  have  a  median  income 
of  $3,  073  compared  to  that  of  $2,  830  of  the  husband- 
wife  families. 

The  median  incomes  of  families  with  women 
at  the  head  tend  to  be  lower  than  those  for  other  types 
of  households  and  the  distribution  by  age  groups 
tends  to  differ.

In  Florida  in  I960  there  were  516,  991  house- 
holds in  which  persons  60  years  of  age  and  o\'er 
lived.  Sixty-three  per  cent  were  two-or-more- 
person  households  headed  by  someone  60  years  of 
age  or  older  and  Z3  per  cent  were  6ne -person 
households.  Thus,  86  per  cent  had  an  elderlyper- 
s  on  at  the  head. 

Among  the  two-person  households  with  heads 
over  60  years  of  age,  there  were  50  per  cent  with 
family  incomes  in  1959  of  less  than  $3,000.  This 
represented  the  income  status  of  160,000  house- 
holds. On  the  other  hand,  over  8  per  cent  of  this 
group  had  family  incomes  of  $10,000  and  over. 
Among  the  one -person  households,  approximately 
80  per  cent  had  incomes  of  less  than  $3,000  per 
year.  These  distributions  reveal  that  many  older 
people  have  inadequate  family  incomes,  many  have 
only  modest  ones,  while  there  is  a  substantial  num- 
ber whose  incomes  are  more  than  adequate.

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0\'er  the  past  ten  years,  the  average  monthly 
payments  of  old-age  insurance  to  beneficiaries  in 
Florida  have  increased  gradually.  In  1953,  the 
a\"erage  figure  stood  at  $51. ZZ;  in  1961  it  reached 
$77.49.  The  number  of  old-age  insurance  benefici- 
aries has  increased  greatly  during  the  period  from 
1953  through  1961.  In  1953,  there  were  only  84,  555 
people  covered,  whereas  in  1961  there  were  3Z5,  101. 
Thus,  under  the  old-age  insurance  program,  both 
the  number  of  persons  covered  and  the  average 
monthly  benefits  have   shown  increases. 

The  average  old-age  assistance  payments 
tended  to  rise  slightly  starting  in  195Z,  and  apeak 
was  reached  in  1958.  Since  that  time  the  payments 
ha\'e  gradually  declined;  in  196Z  the  average  amounted 
to  $46.73.  Over  the  decade  the  numiber  of  recipients 
and  the  average  monthly  payments  have  not  changed 
greatly.  However,  the  proportion  of  theolder  popu- 
lation participating  in  the  program  has  declined 
sharply  because  the  number  of  older  people  in  Florida 
has   increased  greatly.

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In  Florida,  in  1950,  there  were  287  out  of 
every  1,000  persons  age  65  or  over  who  were  re- 
ceiving old-age  assistance.  By  I960,  however,  this 
number  had  dropped  sharply  to  126 .  In  1950  only  163 
out  of  every  1,000  persons  age  65  and  over  were 
covered  by  old-age  insurance,  whereas  in  I960  the 
number  had  increased  to  601  persons.  Over  this 
decade  the  significant  development  in  Florida  is  the 
increase  in  the  coverage  of  the  social  security  pro- 
gram . 

Although  the  average  payment  to  old-age  in- 
surance beneficiaries  in  Florida  amounted  to  $76.  22 
in  i960,  individual  payments  departed  significantly 
from  this  average.  For  example,  18.5  per  cent 
received  between  $26.00  and  $44.90  monthly,  while 
approximately  one -fourth  received  payments  in  the 
two  highest  brackets:  from  $105.00  to  $115.90,  and 
$116.00  to  $120.00.  With  the  passage  of  time  and 
the  broadening  of  the  provisions  of  the  social  security 
legislation,  the  average  benefits  have  increased  and 
a  larger  proportion  of  older  people  have  been  covered. 
This  accords  with  the  general  conception  of  the 
legislation,  which  is  to  provide  a  floor  under,  or  a 
supplement  to,    a  person's  retirement  income.

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As  of  March,  1963,  the  average  old-age 
assistance  need  per  case  in  Florida  was  $94.  13. 
The  average  person  receiving  old  age  assistance 
had  an  income  of  $29.  10,  received  assistance  of 
$6Z.89,    and  had  unmet  needs  valued  at  $Z.  14. 

Categorical  assistance  under  the  public  assis- 
tance program  is  designed  to  make  up  a  deficit  in  the 
needy  person's  income.  To  determine  this  need  a 
schedule  of  costs  has  been  set  up  to  ascertain  the 
budgets  of  older  persons  for  their  personal  needs 
including  food,  clothing,  incidentals,  and  laundry; 
for  their  household  expenses  including  cooking  fuel, 
heating  fuel,  refrigeration,  and  lights;  and  for 
shelter,  including  rent  or  mortgage  payments,  the 
costs  for  water,  garbage  and  sewage  disposal,  up- 
keep and  repairs,  major  repairs,  home  insurance, 
special  property  assessments,  and  insurance  pre- 
miums on  household  furnishings.  An  illustration  of 
how  these  budgets  are  used  in  determining  the  need 
of  an  elderly  couple  is  shown  on  the  opposite  page. 
The  maximum  regular  assistance  payment  is  $70, 
except  in  those  cases  where  there  are  special  needs. 
These  special  needs  include  boarding  home  care, 
housekeeping  services,  nursing  care,  special  diets, 
restaurant  raeals ,  prosthetic  devices,  and  medical 
applicances.

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The  economic  status  of  an  older  person  is  de- 
termined by  the  amount  and  type  of  assets  he  owns; 
the  amount  and  stability  of  his  income;  and  the  cost 
of  the  goods  and  services  he  requires. 

Of  the  families  headed  by  persons  65  years  of 
age  and  over  in  the  United  States  in  I960,  there  were 
30  per  cent  that  did  not  own  any  liquid  assets.  On 
the  other  hand,  22  per  cent  had  liquid  assets  valued 
at  $5,  000  or  over.  The  median  value  of  such  assets 
for  all  these  families  was   $1,  000. 

A  nationwide  study  has  revealed  that  42  per 
cent  of  elderly  couples  have  less  than  $5,000  in 
savings  and  no  form  of  health  insurance,  whereas 
29  per  cent  have  some  form  of  health  insurance  but 
less  than  $5,000  in  savings.  It  is  significant  that 
another  29  per  cent  of  them  have  $5,  000  or  more  in 
savings  as  a  fund  out  of  which  to  meet  the  unexpected 
contingency  of  a  long  illness. 

A  high  proportion  of  elderly  families  in  the 
United  States  own  assets  of  some  type.  A  recent 
nationwide  survey  set  this  figure  at  87  per  cent;  how- 
ever, the  proportions  that  hold  various  types  of 
assets  differ  markedly .  For  example,  70  per  cent  hold 
some  type  of  liquid  assets,  whereas  only  15  per  cent 
own  corporate   stock.

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The  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  (BLS),  in  co- 
operation with  other  government  agencies,  has  pre- 
pared budgets  showing  the  annual  costs  of  a  retired 
couple's  budget  in  selected  cities  and  suburbs  of  the 
United  States.  These  are  shown  on  the  opposite 
page  for  six  of  the  cities  including  two  in  the  South-- 
Atlanta  and  Houston.  The  highest  budget  cost, 
$3,366,  is  in  Chicago  and  the  lowest,  $2,641.  in 
Houston.  The  difference  between  the  two  extremes 
in  budget  costs  is  $700. 

A  survey  of  consumer  expenditures  in  I960  by 
BLS  included  the  Orlando  metropolitan  area.  Among 
the  Orlando  families  surveyed,  those  with  family 
heads  aged  45  to  54  had  expenditures  for  current 
consumption  amounting  to  $7,204;  those  with  heads 
from  55  to  64  years  had  expenditures  of  $4,  688; 
those  with  heads  from  65  to  74  years,  $3,  629;  and 
those  with  heads  75  and  over,  $2,621.  Compared 
to  families  of  other  age  groups,  the  elderly  fami- 
ilies  had  a  higher  proportion  of  expenditures  for  food 
and  shelter.

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A  survey  in  Florida  in  1958  revealed  that  one - 
third  of  the  long  staying  hospital  patients  were  65 
years  of  age  and  over,  and  that  60  per  cent  were  45 
years  of  age  and  over. 

The  survey  revealed  also  that  the  average 
charge  for  hospitalization  was  lowest  for  the  age 
group  from  5  to  14  years  and  highest  for  the  age 
group  85  to  94  years.  With  minor  exceptions  there 
was  a  tendency  for  the  average  cost  of  hospitalization 
to  increase  successively  in  moving  from  the  lower 
to  the  higher  age  groups.  It  was  correspondingly 
true  that  the  average  length  of  stay  in  the  hospital 
tended  to  be  successively  longer  for  the  older  age 
groups.  For  example,  the  average  length  of  stay  by 
the  5-to-14-year  group  was  3.9  days,  while  the 
average  stay  by  those  in  the  group  aged  85  to  94 
years  was    1Z.4  days.

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Among  the  aged  OASI  beneficiaries  who  re- 
ported medical  costs  in  1957,  approximately  9  per 
cent  of  the  couples  had  incurred  costs  in  excess  of 
$2,  000  for  the  year,  and  over  one -third  of  them  had 
incurred  costs  of  $1,000  or  more.  Slightly  less 
than  a  third  had  costs  of  from  $500  up  to  $1,000, 
while  more  than  a  third  had  costs  of  less  than  $500. 
The  medical  costs  incurred  by  single  beneficiaries, 
involving  the  costs  of  only  one  person,  tended  to  be 
less;  for  example,  well  over  half  of  them  had  costs 
of  less  than  $500  during  the  year,  whereas  slightly 
less  than  5  per  cent  Had  costs  of  $2,000  and  over. 
These  data  give  an  indication  of  the  distribution  of 
medical  costs  that  may  be  anticipated  for  a  group  of 
persons  65  years  of  age  and  over,  each  of  whom  has 
at  least  one  hospital  stay  during  the  period  of  a  year.

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For  a  twelve -month  period  ending  June  30, 
1958,  a  nationwide  survey  revealed  that  the  average 
medical  expenditures  for  persons  65  and  over 
amounted  to  $177  compared  to  $86  for  persons  under 
65  years  of  age.  For  older  persons  the  average 
costs  for  physicians'  services  was  $55  as  compared 
to  $29  for  those  under  65.  On  the  same  comparative 
basis,  average  hospital  costs  were  $49  for  elderly 
persons  and  $19  for  those  under  65,  The  only  item 
that  was  lower  for  the  older  persons  was  the  aver- 
age expenditure  for  dentists;  this  was  $10  as  against 
$14  for  those  under  65.

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Among  persons  under  45  years  of  age  in  the 
United  States  31  per  cent  have  one  or  more  chronic 
conditions,  however,  less  than  5  per  cent  of  people 
in  this  age  group  are  limited  by  the  existence  of  the 
chronic  conditions.  For  each  successively  higher 
age  group,  however,  the  proportion  of  people  with 
chronic  conditions  increases,  and  for  the  age  group 
75  and  over,  approximately  84  per  cent  have  some 
type  of  chronic  condition;  32  per  cent  are  partially 
limited  in  their  activities  because  of  these  conditions; 
and  24  per  cent  are  completely  limited. 

Among  reportable  diseases,  cancer  was  by 
far  the  most  frequently  reported  among  older  people 
in  Florida  in  I960,  and  62  per  cent  of  the  reported 
cases  involved  males.  The  second  most  frequently 
reported  disease  was  tuberculosis.  A  high  propor  - 
tion  of  these  cases  also  involved  males,  in  this 
case  over  73  per  cent.  Syphilis  was  third  in  impor- 
tance among  the  reported  diseases  of  older  people; 
46  per  cent  of  the  reported  cases  were  among  the 
nonwhite  population.  Hepatitis  made  its  appearance 
in  the  I960  statistics  and  accounted  for  22  deaths 
among  older  people.

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The  principal  cause  of  death  in  Florida  as  in 
the  nation  in  1961  was  heart  disease.  The  cardio- 
vascular-renal diseases  (heart,  ci  rculatory,  kidney) 
accounted  for  almost  63  percent  of  the  deaths  among 
older  persons  in  Florida.  Cancer  accounted  for  17 
per  cent;  accidents,  for  slightly  over  2  per  cent; 
and  the  remainder  of  the  deaths,  approximately  18 
per  cent,    were  from  other  causes. 

The  death  rate  for  persons  aged  65  and  over 
was  slightly  over  47  per  1,  000  in  I960  compared  to 
51  per  1,000  in  1950.  The  death  rates  by  age 
brackets  reveal  the  expected  pattern:  from  birth  to 
4  years  of  age,  the  death  rate  is  higher  than  it  is 
for  the  age  groups  up  through  44  years.  For  the 
older  groups  the  death  rate  increases  sharply,  reach- 
ing 85  per   1,000  persons  for  the   75-and-over  group.

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In  Florida  in  I960,  approximately  18  per  cent 
of  the  population  of  voting  age  was  65  years  and 
over.  The  relative  importance  of  this  group  of 
potential  voters  differed  greatly  among  congressional 
districts.  In  District  12,  covering  Pinellas  County, 
they  accounted  for  34  per  cent  of  the  population  of 
voting  age,  whereas  in  District  1  they  accounted  for 
only  10  per  cent.  District  1  is  made  up  of  Escambia 
and  adjoining  counties  in  the  extreme  western  part 
of  Florida.  There  were  two  other  districts  in 
addition  to  District  12  in  which  older  persons  were 
more  than  20  per  cent  of  those  of  voting  age.  These 
were  District  5,  made  up  of  Martin,  Volusia,  Citrus, 
Sumter,  Lake,  Seminole,  Hernando,  and  Pasco 
counties;  and  District  7,  made  up  of  Polk,  Manatee, 
Hardee,  Highlands,  Okeechobee,  Sarasota,  and 
Charlotte. 

Among  the  counties,  there  were  two,  in  addi- 
tion to  Pinellas,  in  which  the  older  persons  con- 
stituted over  30  per  cent  of  the  electorate.  These 
were  Osceola,  with  34  per  cent,  and  Manatee,  with 
32  per  cent. 

It  is  significant  that  in  1940,  older  persons  in 
Florida  accounted  for  but  11  per  cent  of  those  of 
voting  age,  whereas  in  I960  they  accounted  for  18 
per  cent.
